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lo One of the phases of the Dogay organization's post-war activity has been 
the increasing of aero~club airfields, and particularly the opening of 
these clubs in large cities. 


2. Tho number of personnel in the aero-clubs varies between 100 and 400, or 
sometimes even more. For example, the liet of nersonnel at the Tashkent 
Aero-Club is 450, including the commanders, headquarters nersonnel, tech= 
nicians, member of MIO (Materialno~tokhnicheskaya Sbespecheniys ~ Supplying 
of Technical Materials), and the officials. The conianders, assistants, and 
chiefs of staff of these clubs are all argy officers and the instructors 
are reserve officers. 


3. The students attending the aero-clubs vary in age betveen 16 and 30 and 
are students and laborers who work in factorios and kolkhozes around the 
club. Lunch is the only meal served to then free of charge. During the 
war, students were also given a monthly salary of 250 rubles. The first 
group of students receives instruction from 0500 to 1100 hours and then goes 
to work. The second group starts at 1600 and continues until sunset. 


4%. Not all students are plane pilots; some are glider pilots, yarachutists, 
end technicians. The school gives one year of instruction, The subjects 
taught are the same as those taught at pilot schools, with the exception of 
tactics. After finishing the school, the pilots go to military pilot schools, 
the glider pilots and parachutists to landing units, and the technicians to 
ait mechanics unite.

month per year. In cities where there are asro-clubs, reserve officers practice 
with IL-2, TAK-7, or LA-5 planes on which the armaments and bombing equipment 
are complete. New resorve officers leave their employment for one month of 
wFaining per year, during which period they receive their usual salary. 
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
